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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To remove the dried mud adhered to the lower surface of the floor of a vehicle 
by providing a sensor to detect the approach of a vehicle and a sensor to detect the passage 
of the vehicle, and only allowing the equipment to pass once under the floor of the vehicle, 
or allowing the vehicle to pass over the equipment. 

CONSTITUTION: When a sensor 22 detects a vehicle 5 which moves and enters in to the 
direction of the arrow D relative to a washing equipment 10, the signal is received by an 
operation console and a high pressure pump is started through a motor. While the vehicle 5 
passes ramps 12, 13, 14, the jet of the washing liquid W to be ejected from a first washing 
unit 86 and a second washing unit 90 washes the lower part of the floor of the vehicle 5 in 
a forcible manner. When a sensor 2 6 detects the passing of the vehicle 5, the signal is 
received by the operation console to stop the high pressure pump and to complete the work. 
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
